Former ASI Senator Albert R. Braden was sentenced Wednesday to 
three years in state prison for possessing $18,000 in computer equip- 
ment he fraudulenily billed to CSUS. 

Superior Court Judge Gary E. Ransom also required Braden to pay 
$10,000 in damages. However, that judgement may be reduced if 
Braden can prove he surrendered some of the stolen property to police. 

According to court records, Braden, using an alias and a false CSUS 
purchase order number, ordered the equipment in November and 
requested it be shipped to his home. 

Braden, a computer science major who graduated from CSUS in 
1989, was on searchable probation at the time for a 1987 conviction. 

He was arrested on Jan. 9 when sheriff’s officers, investigating 
complaints from three electronics companies, entered his home and 
found the stolen computer equipment, 48 grams of methamphetamine, 
and three handguns. 

On March 23, Braden entered pleas of no contest to possession of 
Stolen property and guilty to being a convicted felon in possession of 
a handgun. A charge of possession of drugs was dropped . 

Charles Bloodgood, Braden’s attorney, asked for a reduced sen- 
tence Wednesday because he said psychological evaluations demon- 
strated Braden’s crimes “belie his intelligence” and represent “a 
serious psychological problem.” 

Braden testified he had received psychological counseling, includ- 
ing 15 sessions at the CSUS Student Health Center, while on probation 
for his 1987 conviction. 

“That counselor said I had started on a path towards getting myself 
straightened out,” Braden said about his Health Center counselor. 

He then described how that path led io his curreni situation. 

“I gradually slipped back into it,” he said. “I started by ordering 
magazines and not paying for them. Just like every other time, I 
gradually started doing things again that were illegal. I just got used to 
it, and this time | did something — something that got me in a lot of 
trouble.” 

Although Judge Ransom called the situation “sad” because of 
Braden’s potential, he said the premeditated and increasingly serious 
nature of Braden’s criminal activity called for the maximum sentence. 

“It may well be that his intelligence has been his undoing,” Ransom 
said. “He may think that because he is smarter than anybody else he can 
get away with all this. I don’t know.” 

Braden’s history as an ASI senator was immersed in allegations of 
wrong doings and improper motives. 

He was found unqualified to run for Associated Swdents Inc. when 
he tried to gain a senate post in April 1986. He sued ASI but lost. 
Eventually, in November 1986, he was elected as an ASI senator. 

One of Braden’s first actions as a senator was to form SAFE, 
Students Against Fraud in Education, whose members sought the 
repeal of a $13 student fee increase.

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‘Faculty Diversity’ Hiring Program Underway

The CSUS administration has desig- 
nated seven positions for minorities and/or 
women as a part of the “Faculty Diversity 
Program for CSUS.” Also included in the 
program is the alloument of at least $125,000 
in 1989-90 for a minority recruitment ef- 
fort. 

The positions are part of the total num- 
ber already allocated to the university, 
according to Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Mary Burger, who oversees the 
program. The university has made commit- 
ments for only two of the positions, Burger 
said Thursday. 

“The searches haven't been completed 
yet,” said Burger. “But I suspect we will 
have more opportunities available than 
positions filled.” 

Burger said one of the positions was 
allotted to the Engineering and Computer 
Sciences School and one to the School of 
Arts and Sciences. 

All appoinuments must be made by June 


1 for the 1990-91 school year, according to 
Burger. 

The term “minority” is defined by the 
program as “individuals with the following 
ethnic backgrounds: Asian or Pacific Is- 
lander; Black or African-American; His- 
panic, particularly Mexican-American; and 
Native American.” 

Hiring procedures were created as a part 
of the program. 

According to a Feb. 9 memo issued by 
President Donald Gerth, if a department 
finds two underrepresented minority can- 
didates for one advertised position, a sec- 
ond position will be allotted from the Fac- 
ulty Diversity Program. 

If a department only fills one position 
with a minority candidate, that position 
must come from the regular allounent, 
according to Burger. 

An example of this procedure occured 
in the psychology department. A faculty 
position was offered to a Hispanic woman,

but the position wili be designated from the 
department's regular allounent because only 
one position was filled. 

The department must advertise for the 
positions listing the specific qualifications, 
but, according to the Feb. 9 memo, if “a 
department identifies a candidate whose 
academic specialty does not adequaicly 
match that specified in the advertised posi- 
tion,” the candidate may still be hired 
through the program. 

However, the request to hire the candi- 
date must be reviewed by Burger for quali- 
fications. Other factors are the ethnic and 
gender composition of tenure track faculty 
already in the department. 

Another element of the Faculty Diver- 
sity Program is a recruitment drive. The 
$125,000 alloument is available in 1989-90 
for schools and departments to recruit and 
retain minority and women faculty. The 
amount of recruitment funds will be in- 
creased each year. 

The funds are to be used for recruiters to 
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attend conferences and visit other universi- 
ties and colleges, and incentives, such as 
relocation expenses and research funding. 

The program is currently set up on a 
pilot basis for three years, according to the 
Feb. 9 memo. The program will be continu- 
ously evaluated by the Office of Faculty 
and Staff Affairs and by the Academic Sen- 
ate’s Affirmative Acuon Committee on a 
periodic basis. 

“A subcommittee which included the 
Academic Senate Chair, the campus presi- 
dent of the California Faculty Association, 
a school dean, and the Dean of Faculty and 
Staff Affairs formulated the initial recom- 
mendations” that became the Faculty Di- 
versity Program, according to the Feb. 9 
memo. 

The program is designed to supplement 
normal faculty recruitment policies and 
procedures. The positions specified in the 
program do not replace those alloted tor 
disabled candidates and Vietnam-era vet- 
erans.

A concrete canoe fashioned 
from the minds and hands of CSUS 
civil engineering students won 
second place in a regional compe- 
tition held Sunday at Forebay 
Recreation Area near Chico. 

“We're very proud of them,” 
said project advisor Joan Al- 
Kasily. 

The canoe, named Sheer Stress, 


measures nearly 20 feet long, 3 
feet wide, and 3/8 of an inch thick 
and weighs a mere 135 pounds. It 
is designed to accommodate two 
passengers. 

The Mid-Pacific Conference 
pitted the national champs, UC 
Berkeley, against all other com- 
ers, said design manager/student 
John Tjoelker. The national con- 


test, which has been held for the 
past 20 years, is divided into re- 
gions. 

Team scoring was based on 
two criteria: academics coupled 
with design and the racing com- 
petition. 

Inracing, CSUS wok first place 
in the coed sprint and the men’s 
sprint. Out of 100 total points, UC 
Berkeley scored 86 and CSUS 


scored 80, Tjoelker added. 

The most frustrating part of the 
competition came during the 
quarter mile endurance race when 
a canoe capsized in front of them, 
said Al-Kazily. She explained this 
slowed their time and possibly 
cost them first place. 

This was the first canoe that 
the students ever entered that ever 
had a chance of winning, said 


Professor Vifhnu Agaskar, depart- 
ment chair of civ:] engineering. 

“We all wished we had won 
but we didn’t,” he said. 

As a consolation, one student 
proclaimed that they had the best 
paintedentry. The canoe is decked 
out in florescent green and pink 
stripes. The students are all 
members of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers.

eA Louisiana state ethics board is looking into whether a policy 
allowing nine state college presidents to hire their wives as unpaid 
university employees violates the state ethics code. 

By state law, public officials are usally prohibited from employ- 
ing their close relatives, said Gary Sexton, chief attorney for the 
Commission on Ethics for Public Employess. Sexton said further 
review of the policy is necessary to establish a firm opinion. 

The ethics question arose last week when the Board of Trustees 
for State Colleges and Universities decided to let nine college presi- | 
dents hire their wives as unpaid “hostesses.” The spouses’ duties 
would be “planning and arranging official functions.”-— ©USA 
TODAY/Apple College Information Network.

Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching focuses on “the darker 
side of student life,” explained 
Carnegie President Ernest Boyer, 
who in the 1970s headed the 
agency that later became the U.S.

For Writing — Right 


Move 
The recent decision by the Aca- 


demic Senate to create a writing 
requirement in lower general edu- 
cation classes and an administrative 
position to oversee the implementa- 
tion of the curriculum changes was 
truly in the best interest of CSUS 
students. 

There has long been a require- 
ment to take an advanced studies 
class in the upper-division G.E. 
plan. Advanced studies classes re- 
quire students to write 5.000 words 
by the end of the semester. Each as- 
signment has a 1,500-word mini- 
umum. However, many students

reach that segment of the G.E. pat- 
tern unprepared. They are intimi- 
dated by the writing requirement 
because the classes they took prior 
to advanced studies did not chal- 
lenge them. 

It is not entirely the students’ 
fault. They have been able to ease 
through school without learning the 
fundamentals of writing, funda- 
mentals such as how to correctly 
formulate and punctuate sentences. 
Unfortunately, many students pass 
advanced studies classes and lower 
division English classes without the 
skills to effectively pass the tests 
they have to face. Because students 
lack strength in the basics, they have

a hard time in passing the English 
Placement Test and the Writing Pro- 
ficiency Exam. 

As reported in The Hornet, April 
17, 40 percent of the students who 
take the WPE fail. It is estimated that 
about 2,000 students take the exam 
each time it is offered throughout the 
year. 
While some students may have 
failed because their papers were 
incorrectly graded or identified, for 
the large percentage of students, it 
demonstrates their inability to write 
on a single topic in a specified 
amount of time. 

Students have argued that the 
WPE is a scam by the university to 


eam money, considering that so 
many students fail and the cost of 
the test is $20. However, if the stu- 
dents knew how to write clear, per- 
suasive essays, the university © 
would have little ground to fail so 
many students. 

The EPT and WPE are the uni- 
versity’s way of determining a stu- 
dent’s level of writing. It is about 
time that the university observes 
the failure rate of students and 
applies measures to improve these 
rates. We have long needed to re- 
vise the lower division educational 
program, and offer students consis- 
tent help with their writing. 

The efforts of the Academic Sen- 
ate to increase the writing require- 
ments should be commended.

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A Blessed Event 
In Sacramento

The Sacramento Community Center Theater !\ present- 
ing an excellent performance of Andrew Lloyd Weber's 
musical hit “Jesus Christ Superstar” through Sunday. 

Weber’s musical, with lyrics by Tim Rice, portrays the 
last seven days of Christ from the viewpoint of Judas 
Iscenot. “Jesus Christ Superstar” explores how events 
surrounding the passion and death of Christ must have 
appeared to his contemporaries. 

The story begins with Jesus (Stephen Lehew) healing a 
lame boy and therefore drawing the attention of the crowd 
towards him. When Mary Magdalene (Chnstina Saffran) 
brings some expensive perfumed oil for Jesus, Judas Iscar- 
iot (Evan Pappas) objects. He wants to use the money 
instead for the poor. 

Saturday, in the temple of Jerusalem, high priests Annas 
(Scott Gordon) and Caiaphas (Raymond Bazemore) de- 
cide Jesus must die. 

The rest of the first act is filled with famous scenes from 
the bible. Jesus and his disciples are greeted in Jerusalem 
by acrowd singing “Hosanna” and waving palm branches. 
Later on in the temple, Jesus overturns the tables of money 
changers and of people selling doves. Judas is later eter- 
nally damned for leading the high priests to Jesus’ location. 

The second act starts with “The Last Supper.” Judas 
leaves to lead the high priests to the garden at Gethsemane, 
where Jesus and his disciples rest for the night.

CSUS Graduates Face Tough Test To Become Police Officers

Police officers constantly face danger- 
ous situations that require quick thinking 
skills and the ability to stay calm. To get this 
training, the Sacramento Police Depart- 
ment provides an intensive academy for the 
people they hire. 

Many CSUS students and graduates have 
chosen law enforcement for a career and 
the Sacramento City Police Department 
employs many of them. 

Police Captain Albert Najera, 38, who is 
in charge of administrative services at the 
department, graduated from CSUS with a 
degree in criminal justice. He said maturity 
and self-confidence are the two mosi im- 
portant characteristics he looks for in job 
applicants. 

“We want] a person that has self-confi- 
dence and maturity,” Capt. Najera said in a 
recent interview at the academy. “A person 
that is not afraid to make decisions and has 
common sense.” 

Police Lieutenant John Kane, 42, who is 
in charge of the police department's per- 
sonnel and training section, agreed. 

“Common sense is behind all of it,” Lt. 
Kane said. “A blend of those four charac- 
teristics are what we are looking for.” 

Lt. Kane, 42, a graduate student from 
CSUS, is currently completing his master’s 
degree in criminal justice. He said a per- 
son’s size, weight, height, sex and age are 
immaterial for the job

ment, period.” 

Although the 32 cadets at the academy 
appeared to be a young group, Lt. Kane said 
they put a 44-year-old man through the last 
academy. One of the smallest cadets was 4 
feet 11 inches tall. 

“It doesn’t matter. We give you the train- 
ing to cope with this job,” Lt. Kane said. 

The Sacramento Police Academy has 
one of the state’s finest training programs. 
Cadets must live on the premises and un- 
dergo a strenuous program which is 780 
hours of training. They receive a salary, 
three meals a day and weekends off. 

Although police cadet Clint LaFlamme 
said training is pretty tough, he feels it is a 
good foundation for police work. 

“There's some things you don’t like, the 
running for me, but I love the arrest, control 
and baton (class) and the firearms are great,” 
said LaFlamme, 20, a junior at CSUS. “And 
the driving is excellent.” 

Stacy Fiedler, 24, a recent CSUS gradu- 
ate in training to become a patrol officer 
said a good attitude is important. 

“It’s tough,” Fiedler said about the train- 
ing. “If you can keep a good attitude you'll 
make it here. It builds your confidence.” 

The state of California has a high repu- 
tation for producing some of the best trained 
police officers in the world. 

The academy encompasses 45 acres and 
only two agenctes in California have live-in 


programs, the Sacrament Police

streets where cadets practice pursuit driv- 
ing. Accidents are set up for training in 
accident investigations and classes on fel- 
ony vehicle stops are among the classes at 
the academy. 

Technically the academy is a Northern 
California law enforcement training center, 
said Sergeant Richard Shiraishi, the acad- 
emy’s commander. Agencies from ~ her 
parts of the state send cadets to the Sacra- 
mento Police Academy for a fee. 

“We emphasize an academic standard in 

our department,” Sgt. Shiraishi said. “You 
have to have 60 (college) units to be a police 
officer.” 
The police department has a program 
called “Community Service Officer” where 
they will hire students, train them as police 
officers and pay them but at a different 
level. When the student completes 60 units 
or becomes of age (minimum age for police 
officer is 21) then they can become police 
officers. The program is flexible for a stu- 
dent’s class schedule and a CSO can make 
a salary of $9.72 up to $10.71 per hour. 

Cadet Michael Cooper, 26, came in under 
the CSO program after putting himself 
through CSUS. He advises students to start 
earlier than he did. 

“] put myself through college and then 
came on as a CSO. You can come on as a 
CSO when you are 18-years-old and they 
pay you while you go to college,” Cooper 
said 

Another cadet, Kari Pendiecion, 21, is a 
senior at CSUS. She said she liked the live

CSUS Graduate Takes 
Risks On The Streets 





The two men in the white Toyota had 
thrown out a bag of rock cocaine, a siolen 
pistol and bullets while being chased by 


| the city police. Pushing the smail engine 


to iis limit, they sped up the Garden High- 
way. The officer’s voice came over the 
radio, saying the suspects had just sprayed 
his windshield with motor oil trying to 
stop the pursuit. Mor> units were called.

of these backup units. Positioning his car 
to head off the suspects vehicle, in order 
to get them on the freeway and away from 
the city streets, he swung the black and 
white patrol car into the suspects’ in- 
tended path. His headlights faced them. 
With other units in close pursuit the sus- 
pect made a quick decision, and at the last 
minute swerved onto the freeway. With 
speeds reaching up to 85 miles per hour 
the suspects’ car dodged in and out of 
traffic with eight patro! cars in pursuit. A 
dispatcher’s voice advised some of the 
units to drop off the pursuit. 

Reluctanily, Gilbertson, 27, pulled off 
the chase. Another unit pulled up beside 
his car. 

“I wanted to get in that so bad,” the 
officer said, disappointed about being 
called off the pursuit.

Being a-police officer involves more 
than just the ability to drive at high speeds. 
Italso takes common sense, courage, hon- 
esty and a basic compassion for people. 

“Probably the biggest thing you have 
to have iscommon sense,” said Gilbertson, 
a police officer for two and a half years. 
“Because if you don’t have common sense, 
forget it.” 

After graduating from CSUS with a 
degree in criminal justice Gilbertson was 
hired by the Sacramento Police Depart- 
ment. He said he is giad he choose this 
profession because the job offers good 
benefits, job security, a chance to help 
people and it’s rarely routine. 

“A lot of times the faces are new,” he 
said about the calls he goes on. “Some- 
times we get the same players over and 
over, but there is always a degree of some- 
thing new to each call.” 

Officer Gilbertson works in the city’s 
north area, where he patrols Del Paso 
Heights. Besides the high speed pursuit he 
covered that Monday night, there was a 
dreg bust, a burglary report which re- 
sulted in an arrest of a 14-year-old boy 
who stole a Tac-9mm_ semi-automatic 
assault rifle (the weapon is still at large) 
and a neighborhood disturbance with 
gunshots reported. So far, Gilbertson has 
not been involved in any shootouts but he 
has had to draw out his Sig sauer, P226 9 
mm pistol. But most of the time the pistol 
stays in its jeather holster. 

“There is a degree of danger to every 
call,” Gilbertson said. “But after a while

Nursing Student Prepares For Heal 


There was pain in her right foot. The 
doctor believed it was caused by an infec- 
tion. Doctors practice medicine. That 
means they learn from their mistakes. An 
antibiotic was prescribed. It failed. The 
doctor performed a partial amputation. 

The patient stopped speaking to people; 
food remained uneaten on her plate. She 
stopped making eye contact with people 
when they entered the room. The eyes 
looked inward, where she sull saw two 
whole feet, where her world was sull 
whole, and the future still existed in her 
past. 

The nurses came with smiles, and reas- 
surance, they spoke to her, and explained 
her care. Medical students are trained to 
battle a process they call disease. They have 
patients, but nursing students have people. 
They are trained to care. They tried, but the 
woman remained locked inside where her 
world once was. 

And then came CSUS nursing student 
Caroline Song, whose rotation sent her to 
the room with the woman amputee. Some- 
thing happened in that room between two 
women. if it could be reduced to a proce- 
dure, toa process, they would teach it in the 
university’s nursing department. When 
Professor Kathleen Jarvis, of the nursing 
department, visited the patient several days 
later, the woman looked at her, smiled, and 
spoke easily. Jarvis said the woman's eyes 
looked out; the lights were lit. 

It was Song’s strong influence that 
helped the woman amputee. It was also her 
influence in a recent Associated Students 
Inc. election that helped her become 
elected as the director of Health and Human 
Services. 

President-elect Rick Miller, who cur- 
rently represents the School of Arts and 
Sciences on the ASI board of directors, said 
that no nursing student has run for director 
of Health and Human Services in many 
years, “not in the | st three years for sure.” 

Song wants AS! to provide the students 
with a place they can go to get the facts they 
need. She expressed interest in seeing that 
ASI drug, alcohol and sexual disease edu- 
cational programs are expanded and that 
students know they have a place to go to 
start helping themselves. The Women’s 
Resource Center and Rape Crisis Center 
are under the direction of ASI's Health and 
Human Services office. 

She has short, straight black hair that she 
wishes was curly. Atop a petite five feet, 95 
pound frame, the tightness of the muscles 
betraying her gymnast past, she gazes at the 
world through piercing eyes that would

rather laugh than analyze. The laughter 
comes easily for one who has seen so much. 
Fighter pilots are like that, too. 

Song was among CSUS nursing stu- 
dents who work at local hospitals. They 
work six hour shifts at the hospitals, pri- 
marily UC Davis Medical Center and the 
Sutter Hospitals. Their instructors call it 
lab. The students’ test tubes are real people, 
their “experiments” matters of life and 
death. When they return to lab, they do not 
always know if the patient will still be there. 
Death is experiences, not studies. If some 
of them refer to their rotations on the wards 
as “going to the front,” they can be forgiven 
for their gallow humor, for they get the 
smocks splattered with real, warm, red 
blood, and their ears ring with the pain. 

Helping change surgical dressings one 
day, Song pulled back the patient’s dressing 
only to be sprayed with fountains of blood. 
When a patient suffers a cardiac arrest, the 
doctors perform CPR while a nursing stu- 
dent watches. Song says you can hear the 
ribs break so great is the force needed to 
start a stopped heart. Turning patients over 
who outweigh you by 200 pounds so they 
do not develop bed ulcers is physicaliy 
taxing. 

But only two nursing students in the last 
13 years have left the program due to 
“stressing out” over the “blood and guts” 
aspect of being a CSUS nursing student. 

“You become sensitized to it,” said 
Song. “When it bothers me I talk to some- 
one. I vent it or it builds up.” 

Those that do not complete their studies 
usually fail to do so for personal reasons, 
such as financial pressures. 

Song turned to nursing as a career after 
doing four months volunteer work at San 
Joaquin General Hospital as a “cuddler” in 
the neo-natal intensive care unit. Babies 
need to be touched in order to survive. 
Many of those in the unit were drug ad- 
dicted newborns. The “need was obviously 
there,” said Song. 

Nursing students usually hold jobs. 
Song is no exception. She works for the 
coroner’s office, known to some as the 
morgue. Autopsies are performed at the 
morgue. Song assists the pathologisis. On a 
recent Friday night, she and her date passed 
an accident on the highway and wondered 
whether anyone was badly hurt. Saturday 
morning she wondered no more, as she 
helped perform an autopsy on a 24-year-old 
woman killed in the crash. 

Song sees nursing as an opportunity to 
work with people in need, and see results 
right away. Several of her patients told her 





they would like to | 
take her home. “Re- | 
warding, but emo- 
tionally draining” is 
the way she feels 





about nursing. 
“Working with 
people at their worst, 


you learn a lot about | 
yourself,” she says. 
Song is learning to 
distance herself from 
the pain, yet learning 
to be there fox the pa- 
tient. She said that 
reading Florence 
Nightingale and Al- 
bert Scweitzer helps 
her to develop an in- 
ner strength of self in 
order not to crack 
under the stress in- 


flicted by seeing pain 
daily. 
“Nurses hear 


things from patients 
that they don’t tell — 
others. The nurse 1s 
always there. So 
much is self-infli-ted, so you have a chance 
to have an impact.” 

She says patients do not know what to 
expect in the hospital, they are full of fear 
and ignorance. Nurses make sure that pa- 
tients understand consent forms, what will 
be done to thein, and that they are free to 
solicit other inedical opinions. Patient 
advocacy is the theme of the contemporary 
nurse. 

The nursing department at CSUS ac- 
cepts 45 applicants per semester. About one 
in four applicants are selected, according to 
Jarvis, a medical surgery instructor. There 
are approximately 250 undergrads in the 
program, 130 masters candidates, and per- 
haps 100 RNs and school nurses taking 
additional course work, nearly 500 in all. 
The caring craft is no longer a woman’s 
monopoly; two to six men enter the pro- 
gram each semester. One must complete at 
least 50 units before applying. GPAs 
needed run high — 3.4 to 3.8 being the 
norm. The top 10 percent of the applicants 
eam entrance. 

Patient advocacy as Song says is part of 
their education although she knows that 
some students are in it for the money. 
However, Song says paiients can sensc 
when the nurse is there for the money, the 
job, or because she really cares. 

“People don’t take responsibility for 
their life. You see a lot of that in the hospi-

tals. You can’t save everybody. What's 
worth it is getting to the one’s you can 
help.” 

Song said that dealing with drug ad- 
dicted babies is “the hardest thing I’ve ever 
had to do. A nurse can make an impact, 
particularly in drug addiction. Crack babies 
cry all the time. Their motor function is 
shot, they always shake, have trouble fo- 
cusing, and they don’t eat. 

“This is just the beginning,” says Song. 
She sees heavy impact on the school sys- 
tem, and future needs for special education 
and services for drug addicted babies as 
they grow up. She sees an “attitude of 
helplessness, that lite sucks, so have a high 
tonight.” 

The same theme plays out in the coro- 
ner’s office, where nursing students assist 
in performing autopsies on 17-and 20-year- 
old young men who have chosen suicide. 
Many of the autopsies performed are drug 
or alcohol deaths. Dissecting those not 
reached in time wrenches the emotions of 
one secking to restore vigor to life. She 
wonders what she is doing in the morgue; it 
is t00 late to help those who end there. She 
yearns to be back in the wards where she 
can make a difference.

Not Answering Th 
Permanent Question 

“What is art?” the instructor asked his 
quiet class. 

The class remained silent not knowing 
how to answer his question. 

Curiously, this is one of those perma- 
nent questions which lacks a concrete 
theory/answer supported by scholars, 
guru critics and artists themselves. The 
question is so broad and vague that it is (in 
its present form) unanswerable. 

However, there are distinctions to be 
made. 

The instructor went on to define the 
various differences between “high,” 
“low” and “folk” art (this, mind you, 
wasn’t even a class in art). In all his seri- 
ousness, the instructor became baffled 
when his call for contemporary "arusts” 
was met by Janet Jackson and such, 
when, indeed, the instructor stated that a 
contemporary pop singer who could be 
considered an “artist” was none other 
than the warbling Bob Dylan (arelic from 
the instructor's heyday). 

What is interesting is that the instruc- 
tor did make distinctions. Absolutely. 
There are merits and demerits of high and 
lowbrow works, but the importance here 
is that there are differences in the value a 
culture places on these works. Obviously 
if the instructor really thinks that maybe a 
Bob Dylan bust belongs up there on the 
mantle with Bach, Beethoven and 
Brahms, then our musicai culture belongs

Yet there is a consensus out 
there which believes that “real” art (as 
opposed to pseudo-art) is not going to 
meet with everyone's nodding satisfac- 
tion anyway. 

There are dizzying theories about 
what art is (whether it’s painting, music, 
film, poetry, etc.), and there are calm 
explanations for what art does (it broad- 
ens your vision, it helps you see old things 
| inanew way, it disturbs you, it makes you 
feel good, you see new things in it each 
time you revisit it, and so on). Yet, where, 
exactly, is the boundary between enter- 
determine a masterwork (or at least an 
honest, creative effort) from bits of fluff?

Does the answer lie somewhere between 
eloquence and crudity? Sophistication 
and basity? Talent and hackery? Creativ- 
ity and the lunge for profit? 

The answer seems to lie in an abyss of 
darkness, but why even attempt to define 
what art is when everyone knows the 
difference between the strokes and colors 
of an El Greco and a Warhol? The differ- 
ence between the verses of Browning and 
McKuen? The difference between Mark 


Twain and Jackie Collins? The difference | 


between Vivaldi and The 2 Live Crew (or 
Bob Dylan, for that matier)? Sad to say but 
not everyone knows the difference, and 
there doesn’t appear to be a cultural, his- 


torical theory which firmly and rigorously | 


guides the parameters of art to explain the 
differences. 

Take Robert Mapplethorpe. He may 
think his stuff belongs on display up there 
with the stars, while Jesse Helms thinks 
his stuff is made up of obscene star dust. 
For them, boundaries clearly exist. Their 
theories for buttressing their opinions? 
Politics aside, personal taste has some 
play in it. 

All the struggling amateur can do is (on 
our own) recognize that there are artistic 
boundaries which exist. Clear they may 
not be, but they exist. 

To answer the instructor’s question, 
one must first recognize that there are (as 
C.S. Lewis said) degrees and merits of 
artistry. Obviously, the presence of art 
signifies that there is an intellect at work, 
and the viewer should pay atiention to 
what that intellect emphasizes and con- 
cems itself with; and recognize what ideas 


take root and flourish, what spirit breathes | 


and soars. 

A painting not only shows the land- 
scape in view, it also is a good portrait of 
the artist. A good photograph not only 
shows us a picture, but it also captures the 
artist who took the photograph. The same 
can be said of other mediums, but not 
always. Az1, in this narrow sense, is reflec- 
tive. 

This is as far as | can possibly go to 
explain what art does. As critics rightly 
argue, it is history (meaning, time and 
people with patience) which judges if the 
present rage is an indispensable work of 
art or just fire sale junk. 

This question poses (as one critic re- 
cently wrote) an endlessly great debate 
which is worth continually probing. A 
question I hope this professor continues to 
ask his class for as long as he teaches.

Here 45 
students a semester are 
admitted into clinical nursing while an 
average of 150-200 apply. There are a large 
number of students denied even though 
their grade point average is above 3.0. In 
this situation, suudents, the medical profes- 
sion and society as a whoie are being 
cheated. As pre-nursing majors we must 
take difficult classes such as chemistry, 
micro biology and anatomy, where a B 
average is something to be proud of. 

Considering the nursing shortage and 
the number of qualified applicants being re- 
fused, there seems to be a discrepancy. In 
speaking with my counselor I was told the 
problem is lack of finances. In reality it is 
the shortage that is taking vital money. 
Nurses are paid to work double shifts, 
overtime and given longer vacations; how- 
ever, they are forced to care for more pa- 
tients and are being overworked. Last 
semester I had to interview a registered 
nurse working in Sacramento for a class. 
She informed me that 50 percent of nurses 
drop out of the clinical and hospital nursing 
fields within one year of graduation due to 
the constant stress, which adds to the prob- 
lem.

Since writing this I have been told that 
nurses are being brought in from other 
countnes where the shortage has become 
critical. It is difficult for me to understand 
this when I look at the situation in some of 
Our state universities. 

In an average semester, the top 20 stu- 
dents admitied to our program have a 4.0 
GPA. It is unlikely that these people will 
stay in hospital or clinic nursing, they will 
become doctors, nurse practioners or enter 
a specialized branch. 

You may think this problem does not 
concern you, but it will someday. You may 
be in the hospital at some point in your life 
and you have a right to quality care. If you 
are a pre-nursing major and are planning to 
apply, this is especially important. There is 
power in numbers and your help is needed. 
Please write a short letter to your congress- 
men, assemblymen, or others that you feel 
could make a difference. If you feel you do 
not have the time to write, please cut out 
this article and send it to the proper indi- 
viduals stating that this is a concern of 
yours.

tinues to get better and better, and 
next year this excuse becomes 
much less viable. 

In "90-"91, the football sched- 
ule features UOP, UCD, Nevada- 
Reno, to go along with acom- 
petitive Far Western Football Con- 
ference Schedule. Baseball and 
softball will gradually limit the 
number of Division I] opponents 
(softball won’t have any). 

Volleyball and basketball share 
a similar problem, in that not many 
Division I schools want to risk the 
chance playing a Division JI 
school. This effects the vollyball 
program more than any other. 
Coach Colberg’s troops continu- 
ally roll through their opponents, 
and many Division I teams simply 
can’tafford the risk. Nonetheless, 
the volleyball teams won more 
matches in six weeks than the 
Sacramento Kings did ail season.

That, however, would take money. 
Ah yes, money — quintessen- 
tial bottom line. The Sunger Foun- 
dation, CSUS' booster club, con 
uunues to work diligently to up- 
grade the athleuc programs. 

In '88-"89, the Sungers raised 
roughly $170,000 im scholarship 
money. For ’89-90, it jumped to 
around $250,000. The next major 
project is $1.2 million facility, 
including football/soccer/track 
offices, a new weight room, and 
modernized locker rooms. Stunger 
execuuve director Charles Roberts 
noted that ASI is considering fur- 
nishing the weight’s for the weight 
room, provided the equipment is 
to be used by all students. 

It’s a relatively simple equa- 
tion. Better facilities attract higher- 
caliber athletes, along with in- 
stilling some pride into the pro- 
gram. 

Pride is where student, alumni, 
and the community seem to be 
lacking.

alumni don’t seem to even care 
one way or the other about Hor- 
net athletics. This is an all —out 
shame. Division II atileucs can 
be very exciting, but the excile- 
ment generated in Division | sports 
can be enormous — and unforge- 
table. 

Division I contains some of 
this country's best amateur ath- 
letes. But in the case of women’s 
athletics, sometimes the best ath- 
letes and teams are in the colle- 
giatc ranks. The relative lack of 
women’s professional sports, in 
part explains this. 

The other dilemma facing 
CSUS, is that in 1991, the NCAA 
will vote to change its divisional 
format. Basically, passage of the 
legislation, might mean an insu- 
tution either goes Division I all 
the way — or they don’t go at all. 
CSUS’ Athleuc Director men- 
tioned that passage of this legisla- 
tion could reduce the number of 
Division I schools from 290, to 
about 200 — nearly one-third 
dropping off. 

1990-91 is crucial for the asin- 
tations of CSUS athletics to the 
big-time. For students and alumn, 
check these figures out. 

Approximately 5,000 students 
will graduate from CSUS in 89- 
"90. If each graduate gave an av- 
erage of $10 year, that would re- 
sult in $50,000 annual!y. Over 10 
years, that turns out to be 
$500,000. So when you throw in 
projected graduating classes of 
5,000 students for "90-94, at$10a 
pop for the next 10 years, the 
result is a cool $2.75 million. That 
buys a lot of balls and jerseys. 

And contrary to popular belief, 
big-time athletics does not ruin 
the academic integrity of a uni- 
versity. Athletics can add pride, 
and even a little presuge to any 
university. 

“Athletics is a good way of 
showing pride, and letting the 
world know what 2 great univer- 
sity we have,” Roberts said. 

The time has come to put-up, 
or shut-up. Increased booster sup- 
port and attendance across the 
board is a must. 

If we don’t, the only way we'll 
know what we’ve missed, is by 
watching the fun and excitement 
those other co-ed’s and alumni 
are having. Wouldn't that be a 
shame.

“I don’t ever want to be like 
that,” said Hom. She wants 
people to know that you don’t 
have to be overweight to be a 
discus thrower. “I’m relatively 
small for a thrower. It’s not all 
brute strength. It has a lot to do 
with technique.” As far as tech- 
nique goes she would like to 
emulate Olympic throwers John 
Powell and Mack Wilkins. 


Although she hasn‘t matched 
her best throw this season of 
170°3", she’s “getting back up 
there.” Hom said she is lifting 
heavier weights now and is not 
as fresh as she was when she 
threw her personal best, but she 
is working on perfecting her 
technique. 

This summer Hom hopes to 
qualify for The Athletic Con- 
gress Senior Nationals. People 
from all over the U.S. partici- 
pate in the tournament and those
